By way ol 
consolation, he told me of the existence 
of a cheque for the largest amount of 
money ever written, which to-day hangs 
framed on the walls of the home of a 
private resident in Shanghai.

‘““With reference to Tord Clare’s for- 
tification of No. 6 Ely place,” writes a 
correspondent, “' it is still possible to trace 
the roofed-in passageway which led from 
the outside premises to the basement of 
the house. It is related that on one 
occasion Lord Clare called in his builder. 
one Tom Brown, and, having sworn him 
to secrecy, informed him that. he had 
been warned that his house was to be 
attacked that night. He then directed 
the builder to place thick planks from 
the hall-door to the opposite wall, so 
that, to break down the door. it would 
ulso be necessary to break down the wal] 
as well. The expected attack did not 
materialise. That his fears were justi- 
fied cannot be doubted; for, on at 
least one occasion, in 1795, his house 
would have been broken into had it not 
been for his sister, Lady Jeffries, who, 
mingling with the mob, led thenr awav 
fo seek their vietimselsewhere. It js said 
that on Lord Clare’s death in 1802 the 
funeral cortége was followed to St. Peter’s 
Church by a hooting crowd, and that an 
attempt was made to heap filth and offal 
of all kinds upon the uncovered coffin.”

Cork’s Slum Problem

CORK, Sunday. 
PART from the weather—which is

extremely mild—signs are not want- 
ing that Christmas is upon us again. The 
streets of Cork are brightly decorated 
and filled with shoppers, the street 
musicians are playing seasonable tunes, 
and vendors: of holly and mistletoe are 
innumerable. The big establishinents in 
Patrick street are making a fine display 
of their goods, and scem to be doing as 
yood a trade as ever. Several of them 
are enjoying a brief visit from Father 
Christmas ; and this is well calculated to 
puzzle the youngsters ; for the old gentle- 
man seems to be as ubiquitous as Boyle 
Roche’s bird. 

The port of Cork is also busy with 
Christmas shipments to England, and the 
trade is said to be better than it was last 
year. In order to cope with the traffic, 
daily sailings have been arranged to Fish- 


routes (which were recently revived) are 
doing good business also. Turkeys, of 
course, form an important part of our 
export trade at the moment, and are 
commanding high prices in the English 
market. 


WHERE LIES THE LUSITANIA? 


Salvage work on the wrecked Lusitania 
is expected to start some time next spring. 
An American expedition, headed by Cap- 
tain H. H. Railey, is coming over in the 
new year with a great quantity of ap- 
paratus, and will probably conduct its 
operations either: from Cork or Kinsale. 
It is said that they will attempt to get, 
out the bullion that is known to have 
been on board, and to take submarine 
photographs of the vessel. 

There may be some difficulty, however,” 
in finding the ship at all. One might 
have supposed that her position would 
be fairly well known, but inquiries car- 
riel out recently along the coast have 
failed to find her exact bearings. The 
accounts of eye-witnesses appear to vary 
in the wildest manner, some holding 
that she was sunk only five miles from 
shore, while others put the distance at 
twenty miles. At tke same time, it is 
probable that more official sources will 
be able to fix her position. 

Even when she has been found, the 
expedition’s task will not be an easy 
one. Experts agree that the ship must 
be lying in at least sixty fathoms of water 
(360 feet), and the place is exposed to 
the full force of the Atlantic gales. No- 
body, therefore, will be surprised if the 
attempt is put off until the summer, 
when calmer weather will make the task 
easier. 


SLUM CLEARANCE TO BEGIN. 


The “ north-west improvement scheme 
is to be started in Cork early next year, 
and is probably the first large-scale 
attempt to tackle the slum problem in 


guard, while the Bristol and Southampton | 


Ireland. The district concerned is one of 
the worst in Cork. and the full scheme 
involves its complete clearance and the re- 
housinz of the inhabitants. 

A large amount of rudeveloped land 
adjoins the area, and this is being 
acquired by the Corporation. The first 
step will be to build new houses on this 
land and then transfer some of the slum- 
dwellers to them. After this, the vacant 
houses will be demolished and others built 
in their place. and so on until the whole 
district has been rebuilt. As the new 
houses will cover a much larger area than 
the old ones the present appalling con- 
gestion will vanish, and there will be 
space for the provision of wider streets 
and playgrounds. It is also intended to 
construct public baths and a new school. 

At present it seems almost too good to 
he true that our worst slum district is to 
be wiped out in this way, and in any case 


the plan will have to proceed slowly, 
owing to the great cost involved. It was 
originally estimated that nearly £250,000 
would be needed, and at present it is cer- 
tain that the Corporation has not that 
amount of money to spare. A great deal 
of this amount, however, was earmarked 
for compensation of the existing owners, | 
and the new housing bill may possibly | 
wipe out this item altogether. For the 
moment, however, the Corporation will 
confine their attentions to the undeveloped 
land, and work on this is expected to 
start very shortly. 


LIMERICK IN REVOLT, 


Limerick, the home of the Shannon 
scheme, is up in arms against it at the 
moment, and the reason, of course, 1s the 
new scale of charges for electric current. 
IS certainly appears that the citizens have 
good cause for complaint as the existing | 
eharges are already higher than those of | 
either Dublin or Cork. The threatened 
increase of 25 per cent. would make them 
65 per cent. more than Dublin and 62 per 
cent. more than Cork. 

A’ few days ago a public mecting was 
held and the new rates were opposed 
vigorously by all the speakers, the Mayor 
announcing that the increase would not 
be accepted in any circumstances. Jt was 
also hinted that arrangements could be 
made within three months to provide the 
citv with an alternative lighting system. 

Many private consumers have taken the 
matter into their own hands, and have 
signed a declaration that they will not pay 
the increased charge. It is even stated 
that about 170 of them have gone farther 
still and have given directions for their 
houses to be connected with the gas service. 

It is probable that the E.S.B. will bow 
to the strength of popular feeling. and will 
m:ke some concessions to their Limerick 
consumers. An _ influential deputation 
waited on the Board on Friday, and it is 
understood that their interview had satis- 
factory results. It has not yet been 
announced what agreement was come to, 
but it is thought likely that the increase 
of 25 per cent. in the flat rate of 6d. will 
be abolished, and that the valuation charge 


will be reduced to the Cork level 


UNAPPRECIATED DRAMA. 


Lennox Robinson’s three-act comedy, 
“The Round Table,” was produced by 
the Cork Drama League this week. It was 
well worth a visit, but only a few people 
saw it, as the run of the play was limited 
to Friday night and Saturday night. It 
is a great pity that the Drama League can 
apparently count on so little public 
support ; for the play was carefully pro- 
duced and was well cast and acted. 

It would be flattering the players to say 
that they reached a professional standard, 
but, for amateurs, their work was of a 
high quality. The two principal characters 
were played by Miss Nancy McCarthy and 
Mr. Ronnie May. They were both good, 
particularly Miss McCarthy, who had to 
render the difficult part of Daisy Drennan. 
One of the minor parts (that of Phil 
Flahive) was excellently done by Mr. J. 
O’Donovan, and the others, though not 
always perfect, acted intelligently and 
well. 

A county that has produced T. C. 


Murray and Lennox Robinson should have 
more appreciation for serious drama than 
Cork seems to have at the moment. It 
does not take a very critical eye to see; 
that there is excellent material in the Cork 
Drama League, which might be greatly de- 
veloped by a little public encouragement. |

One incident 
follows another, but in the first half two 
stand out—first, the drop-kick by Osler.

I had expected to see the mound at the 
Lansdowne road end of the ground 
bristling with spectators, but it was not 
more than half covered.

The second half starts, and from the 
outset South Africa seems to be the 
aggressor. Ireland’s tackling is outstand- 
ing. and a number of dangerous move- 
ments by the Springboks are frustrated. 
South: Africa equalises, and the crowd 
knows that an Irish victory is in jeopardy. 

With fifteen minutes to uo Ireland looks 
like scoring, and everybody is on their 
feet, but a moment later Osler kicks a goal 
from Waring’s try, to give South Africa a 
lead of eight points to three. 

The light is fading, and with it seems to 
fade the confidence of the spectators. Over 
the west stand the sun sinks with a zleam 
of watery gold, and the spires of Dublin 
loom dimly against a background of mist.

Everything went smoothly, and the 
audience appeared as though deeply in- 
terested in the proceedings; but, in the 
middle of Mr. Esmonde’s speech, there 
was a terrific crash df wood, and almost 
the entire party disappeared, as the floor 
of the platform collapsed, only two Press- 
men and Mr. Esmonde being left hang- 
ing on to the supports. When the excite- 
| ment had died down, the Minister for 
i Agriculture, supporters of the Party, and 
forms which had been used for seating 
| purposes, were lying in a heap. A few 
| people received bruises abont the legs, 

but none was serivusly injured. 

Mr. Esmonde announced that the meet- 
ing would continue as soon as another 
platform was procured, but in the mean- 
time Captain Redmond had taken up 
position on a couple of forms and started 
his address. 

Shortly afterwards a brake was brought 
along by a number of willing hands, and 
it was amusing to observe Mr. Hogan's 
caution, as he rose up on the front of 
the improvised platform, to speak to the 
meeting. He tested the strength of the 
vehicle, and, having assured himself of its 
trustworthiness, remarked that, “ at any 
rate, he was not too heavy.”’

CAPTAIN REDMOND 
AND THE OATH. 


REPLY TO MR. DE VALERA. 


| Captain Redmond, T.D., said that 
| four weeks ago, when he responded to the 
| statesmanlike appeal of President Cos- 
'grave, he sought the approval of his 

Waterford constituents for his action. He 

| received it, and since then he had received 
| messages from the old National Guard 
throughout the country endorsing his 
action. To-day he was seeking the 
approval of what he believed he could 
describe without undue egotism as his 
quasi-constituents in Wexford.. 

He referred to the approaching general 
election, and said that he wished to 1m- 
| press on them the gravity of the issue. 
| There were three incontrovertible facts 
| which the electorate should bear in mind 
in voting at this election. The first was 
| that the new Government would. as a 
result of the election, be formed from one 
of the two big parties in the State, and the 
people had to choose between one and 
| the other. The second was that the 

selection of that Government’ was 
| absolutely and exclusively in the people’s 

own hands; and thirdly, whether they 
liked it or not, the main issue in the 
election would be the Anglo-Irish Treaty. 

The Treaty issue was forced on the 
‘ Government, not by casual words. but by 

the settled policy and calculated state- 
| ments of Mr. de Valera. He asked them 
| fo vote for Cumann na nGaedheal—first, 
| because of the good work done politically 
and socially for the country by the Cos- 
vyrave Government during the last five 
vears, and secondly, because of the nature 
and character of the stated policy of the 
\’pposition. For those reasons he stood 
unequivocally and absolutely on the side 
of Cumann na nGaedheal as against 
Fianna Fail. 


A DIRECT CHALLENGE, 


Speaking at the recent Fianna Fail 
i Fheis, Mr. de Valera said that the first 
| thing he would do, if returned to office, 
| was to abolish the oath. That was a 
direct challenge to Britain, and implied 
| the renunciation of the Treaty, and that 
challenge made the Treaty the issue in the 
coming election. Mr. de Valera said in 
Waterford that the oath was not imposed 
by the Treaty, and that what made it 
effective was the Article in the Constitu- 
tion. If that was so, he would like to ask 
Mr. de Valera why he wanted to impose 
the oath in Document No. 2 as an alterna- 
tive to the existing oath. The people of 
the country were sick and tired of this 
question of the oath, but they would not 
get rid of it by electing Fianna Fail. 

Mr. de Valera had said: “ In regard to 
our relations with Great Britain, our 
attitude will be one of non-co-operation so 
long as Britain persists in any attempt to 
force the terms of the imposed Treaty 
upon us.” The Treaty, said Captain 
Redmond, was not an imposed Treaty. 
The Irish did not get under the Treaty all 
that they wanted, neither did the British ; 
but the majority of the people in both 
nations accepted it and regarded it as a 
bond between the two nations. Mr. de 
Valera’s policy of non-co-operation meant 
nothing short of economic war with Great 
Britain. What a fine time the farmers 
of Wexford would have during that war; 
killing their surplus cattle and pigs be- 
cause they had no foreign market to sell 
them in, and destroying their surplus 
agricultural produce. And that, to wa, 
an economic war With a country that could 
go elsewhere for its supplies if they were 
not forthcoming from Ireland. That pre 
posal was so utterly devoid of common- 
sense that nobody could take it seriously.

FIANNA FAIL POLICY. 


Mr. P. Hogan, Minister for Agricul- 
ture, said that but for the fact that prices 
“were bad at the moment, Fianna Fai! 
‘would not bé in existence. He would co 
further and state that it was the 
- deliberate policy of Fianna Fail, just asit 
‘was the deliberate policy of the so-called 
Republicans before them, to marntain 
- economic’ depression in this country. 
--Their idea was to make a carcase of the 
country and let the vultures gather around 
it. 
He denied that the civil war was fought 
- in the interests of Republicanism, or that 
the propaganda of defeatism carried on 
here for the past ten years was in the 
interests of either the prosperity or deve- 
lopment of the country. Fianna Fail’s 
alliance with the gunmen—the consistent 
policy of this party which called itself 
patriotic—was to bring about discontent 
and misery for one purpose only—to break 
down the foundations of the ‘State. 
What was all this talk about a re- 
public? He had only one definition 
of a republic, and that was a country in 
which the people ruled. The people 
were the masters in Ireland; they could 
not be controlled by any Englishiman in 
any matter that affected thern irom morn- 
ing until night. Four months ago, 
before the passing of the Constitution 
Amendment Act, they were fast appruach- 
ing a time when they would not be 
masters—when, in every parish, the 
biggest blackguard would be the Mus. 
solini. That was what Tianna Fail called 
Republicanism. ae 
_ They were told that these were patriotic 
men with the highest ideals; that they 
were going to fight, and that they should 
not be provoked; the Act would cause 
widespread bloodshed. The Act was 
passed, and there was no fight and no 
bloodshed, and no honest Irishman had 
been affected by the Act. It had only 
kept the blackguards quiet. 


COMMUNISM AND ROBBERY. 


There was a certain amount of talk of 
Cummunism. They knew the Communist 
jargon, but there was a lot more common 
robbery than Communism. He thought 
that what they were in danger from was 
“the most objectionable form of capitalism 
—common robbery. There was as much 
Communism in Saor Fire as there was 
Republicanism in De Valera. 

At the present time the prices of cattle, 
pigs,- butter and milk were low, and the 
price of potatoes was good. That was 
because England wanted potatoes, but the 
English were too poor to pay high prices 
for the other commodities. The prices 
prevailing in England governed the prices 
of the agricultural produce in the 
Saorstat; but they were being told now 
that it was injuring their nationalism 
and weakening their moral to have a big 
export trade with England. He be- 
lieved that” their nationality was 
not such a tender’ flower that 
it would wither and grow corrupt 
if they sold cattle, sheep and pigs for 
good prices to the English. . The Land 
Act of 1903, which was won by the old 
Irish Party, made Sinn ‘Fein possible, 
because it brought a measure of prosperity 
to the country, and in the train of that 
prosperity came courage and a strengthened 
desire for political freedom. The stronger 
and the more prosperous the country 
became, the more jealous would it be of 
its nationality. 


TARIFFS. 


When Fianna Fail talked of widespread 
and indiscriminate tariffs it should be 
remembered that this country had 
sufficient experience of tariffs to judge 
of their effects. The boot tariff raised the 
price of boots and gave extra employ- 
ment, because this country did not produce 
sufficient boots, and boots had to be im- 
ported in spite of the tariff. The almost 
prohibitive tariff of 4d. per |b. on butter 
increased the price of butter for the first 
four months, which included the three 
winter months. during which this country 
did not produce sufficient butter for its 
own needs. During the six succeeding 
months of spring and summer, although 
the tariff was still in existence, the price 
of butter and milk fell here to the English 
level, because we had an export surplus of 
butter. This country exported a surplus 
of agricultural produce valued at about 
£30,000,000 annually, and while it con- 
tinued to do so the prices of those articles 
would be governed by prevailing prices 
in their outside markets, irrespective of 
whether they had a tariff here or not. 

The Government recognised the value 
of a tariff to industry, if properly applied, 
but every tariff imposed in this country 
should bring a value to the country 
worth its cost to the consumer. They 
had an unemployment problem, small 
comparatively, but large enough to de- 
mand their very serious consideration, 
and to: demand that every reasonable 
effort should be made to diminish it. 
Industria] tariffs diminished unemploy- 
ment at the cost of increased expense to 
the consumer; but the Government could 
not lose sight of the ability of the con- 
sumer—who, in the majority of cases in 
Ireland, is the tarmer—to pay. 

How many farmers at present conld 
afford to have their cost of living in- 
creased? Jhat was what a tariff policy 
would mean to them, and yet Fianna 
Fail would come there and make the im- 
pudent suggestion that every farmer was 
going to get rich quickly by a policy 
of high and indiscriminate tariffs. At 
the present moment the world was suffer- 
ing from the bankrupt sales of countries 
which bankrupted themselves by high 
tariffs. There was no more highly 
tariffed country in the world than 
America, and to-day that country had ten 
million unemployed, and to-day the Irish 
emigrants were hurrying home owing to 
the btarvation conditions in America. The 
bankrupt sales produced a situation in 
which goods were being sold by various 
countries at prices far helow the cost of 
production. The Irish Government fore- 
saw this situation long before any other 
Government, and they passed an Act 
under which they took power to pro- 
hibit any such goods from being dumped 
in here. and, if necessary, they would 
exercise that. power.

MR. MACENTEE AND

CASE OF UNEMPLOYED. 


At a Fianna Fail™meeting in Clondalkin 
vesterday Mr. Sean MacKEntee said that the 
attitude of the Cumann na nGaedheal Govern- 
ment towards the general mass of the unem- 

loyed was one of shameless hypocrisy. 
Vhen the Government was secure in the 
Dail, with a compafatively long period of 
ofhee in front of it, it treated the workless 
with callous contempt. This was exemplified 
by the attitude which Mr. Cosgrave and his 
party had adopted towards British ex-Service 
men. When the British Government refused 


to fulfill its bond with those who had risked 
everything in its battles, and when in 928 
a motion was brought into the Dail asking 
the Government to inquire into the 
grievances of these men, and to secure 
their redress, that motion was opposed 
by Mr. Cosgrave and his supporters, who 
voted against it.’ It was carried, however, 
by the unanimens vote of Fianna Fail, aided 
by the Labour Party and a few Indepen- 
dents. 

In thng refusing to argsist ex-Service men 
to secure any redress for their grievances 
the Government then was animated by the | 
spirit of bitter partisanship which they had 
since continuously exhibited towards ex- 
members of the British Army and ex-mem- 
bers of the Republican Army in the matter 
of public employment. The grants. which 
the Government made from time to time 
towards the building of roads, the construc- 
tion of sewerage schemes and public works 
generally, were made out of moneys provided 
by every section of the .ummaunity. Yet, 
when it came to a 4uestion of employment.

CASE FOR CUMANN NA 
NGAEDHEAL.

Dr. O'Higgins and Mr. James Dwver, T.D., 
were the principal speakers at a Cumann 
na fiGaedheal meeting at Ferbane, Offaly. 
vesterday. 

Dr. O'Higgins, criticising Fianna Fail’s 
policy, said: If Mr. de Valera secures a 
majority at the next general election he has 
clearly pledged himself, his Party and his 
Government to break the Treaty immediately 
he fotms a Government, and to concentrate 
all the energies of both the Government and 
the people on meeting, facing, and, if pos- 
sible, surviving the chaos which must imme- 
diately result from the consequent inter- 
national tension. This is to be the imme- 
diate step taken by his Government at a 
time when no Government in the whole world 
can afford to take its eyes off the trade 
barometer for one day. 

If we survive that, we must then start a 
deliberate policy of non-co-operation with 
Enland. We must boycott the coming Im- 
peria! Conference and surrender voluntarily 
the frish farmers’ commanding position in 
the great English market. Non co-operation 
Is a two-edged sword—we have nothing to 
dó with England, and, of course, England 
has nothing to do with us, with the result 
that not a bullock or a sheep, jor a pig or a 
hen, or an egg will go or be bought in the 
English market. We shall bring joy to the 
hearts of the hard-pressed farmers of Bel- 
gium, Denmark, Holiand, Poland and the 
Colonies by voluntarily giving them the Irish 
farmers’ Blty million pounds a year share of 
the English market. 

Then to complete the picture we remove 
the Public Safety Act, so that we may have 
nightly visits from the black-faced gunman 
to take our thoughts off our lost markets and 
our financial rnin. Then, when all that bas 
been accumplished, we will proceed to build 
houses by the thousand and start industries 
in every village to find work for the bank- 
rupt farmers aod provide homes for the idle 
agricultural labourers. 

Where the money is to come from, with 
our markets gone and our trade relations 
with Kngland severed, we are left to guess. 

In the midst of all this economic nonsense 
we have Mr. Sean McEntee, who would be 
Minister of Finance in such a Government, 
treating che public to financial baby talk and 
uccusing Mr. Blythe of copy-book economics. 
Mr. Blythe kept the credit of this country 
sounder than any other in Europe, when great 
countries were going burst like toy balloons, 
and he balanced the Irish Budgets throughuot 
ten of the blackest vears this world has ever 
experienced.

The Lord Mayor of Dublin was one of the 
uests at the annual reunion dinner of the 
Dublin Fusiliers’ Old Comrades’ Asso- 
ciation, which was held in the Clarence 
Hotel, Dublin, last. Saturday night, under 
the presidency of Mr. James Beattie. Over 
sixty Jady friends and relatives of the 
members attended: i 

The toast of the King having been 
honoured, 

The Lord Mayor expressed the hope that 
the new year would bring those present 
many more hlessings than they had in 
the past. During the war, he said, they 
had been told that when they came home 
they would come back to a land fit for heroes 
to live ín. ‘There were, no doubt, many 
suffering from the scarcity cf employment, 
but, at the end of the yea: 1931 he was still 
optimistic, and he sincerely believed that 
there was a brizht future in store for this 
little country. (Applause.} He believed that 
the country would prosper, and when pros- 
ptvity came ne hoped that the members «f 
that Association, their families, and all who 
served would share in the reaping of the 
benefits of that prosperity. 

They were all aware that the Treaty and 
the Constitution of the Irish Free State gave 
equal rights to every citizen of the State, 
and he did not think that the ex-members of 
the Dublin Fusiliers had any reason to com- 
plain that in their own city equal rights were 
ever denied to them» When industries “did 
come to the covntry, or when the time 
arrived for the country tó pro- 
duce more foodstuffs for its people, 
it would be nothing but justice for them to 
expect that they would be able to find a 
place in the country that would enable them 
at least to bring up their famiiies in reason 
able comfort. (Applause.) 


BACK TO THE LAND. 

He believed that, as a result of the very 
many changes that had taken place in 
England, lands now lying idle in this country 
would be cultivated by men who were now 
walking the streets of Dublin in the hope of 
finding employment.

A mother and her two children and 
another woman were burned to death early 
yesterday in a fire which broke out at 
their home in Stanhope street, Toxteth, 
Liverpool. 

The sole survivor was an old age 
pensioner, the grandfather of the children. 

The dead are :— 

Mrs. Alice May Flaherty, widow (47), 

Alice, her daughter (16), 

Robert, her son (9), and 

Mis: Gertrude Lilian Greenwood (24), 
a boarder. 

The survivor was Mr. Robert. Skelland 
(76), the father of Mrs, Flaherty,.who was 
rescued in a semi-conscious condition. 

Several attempts were made by civilians 
and firemen to rescue the women an 
children who were trapped in their bed- 
rooms on the top floor, but they were 
driven back by the intense heat and the 
suffocating smoke.
